(h) In every mstance where reconsideratiori is requested in view of an inter^w with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the 
interview as warranting favorabte action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does remove the necessity for response to Office action as specified in §§ 
1,111,1.135. (35ii.S.C.132) 

§ 1:2. Business to be transacted in writing. All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The persona! attendance of 
applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and Trademark Office is unnecessary, The-action of the Patent and Trademark Office win be based exclusively 
on the written record in the Office. No attention will be.paid to any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or

The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself incomplete through the failure 
to record the substance of interviews.

In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of Ttre Form is rerrioved and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the condusibn of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official comrhunication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances 
dfctale, the Form shouW'tM mailed prornptly after the telephonic interview rather than wit^

3) an identiftcation of specific prtor art discussed, 

A) an jdenfification of the principal proposed amendments of a substantive rtature discuss^, unless these are already described on the Interview Summary 
Form completed by the examiner, 

5) a brief identification of the genera! thmst of the principal arguments presented to the examiner. TTie idenfificafion of arguments need not be lengthy or 
elaborato. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature 
or thrust of the principal arguments made to the examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applrcant may desire to 
emphasize and fully describe those arguments which he feels were or might l>e persuasive to the examiner.

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

Applicant's summary of what took place at the interview should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during the interview. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability. It should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the 
daims are alk>wabte for other reasons ol record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to htm. If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the Indicatkwi "Interview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with Vcm date and 
the examiner's irtitlals. 
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
